Just as a reporter 
has a “nose for news” so an economist has a nose for bankruptcy. 
Over and over again the economist have ruined Great Britain, 
They declared the United States insolvent after the Civil War. 
They had France in bankruptcy after the,war of 1870. They were 
in general agreement a few years ago that owing to the commercial 
and financial inter-relation and inter-dependence of modern nations, 
a war of twelve or even six months between two great countries 
was inconceivable and impossible. 

An economist, like a public man out of office, is a natural, in- 
curable passimist. You never knew a politician when his party was 
in opposition who was not a pessimist nor was there ever a politic- 
ian with his ‘party in office who was not an optimist.

The first shot seemed to jn- 
flame the passions of the Indians 
and a man named Gouin was the 
next victim, Amices is said’ to 
have fired the shot that killed 
Williscroft,“a Scotch settler.

It is reported, however, that certain researches carried on in 
Canada have had an astonishing result.in reducing the malignant 
growths. Thirty patients with advanced cancers were subjected 
to this: treatment in a Toronto hospital. and'in every instance
